An IBM PC or PC/AT compatible, 256K RAM, 
DOS 2.1 or higher, 2 double-sided/double-densi- 
ty (DS/DD) floppy drives OR a single DS/DD flop- 
py drive and a hard disk. 










You may find one or more additional require- 
ments listed with a program. Here's what they 
mean: 


VGA Graphics or Monitor 

Requires a VGA color monitor and graphics card. 
Note that most SuperVGA cards will not work in 
super high-res mode with programs supporting 
VGA graphics. 


EGA Graphics or Monitor 
Requires either an EGA card with 256K memory 
and monitor or a VGA card and monitor. 


CGA Graphics or Monitor | 
Requires either a CGA, EGA, or VGA card with an 
appropriate color monitor. Several systems, like 
the AT&T 6300, have non-standard graphics that 
will not run CGA graphics; check your system to 
be sure. 


Color Monitor
